MEDICAL  OFFICER ' S REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER  1955. 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1954. 

On  the  vital  statistics  of  the  area,  I have  little  to  say,  except  to  notice 
the  rather  low  birth  rate  an  exceptionally  low  death  rate  for  the  second  successive 
year.  I would  also  like  to  point  out  the  gradual  fall  over  the  last  four  years 
in  the  death  rate  from  cancer.  This  is  an  unusual  feature  and  requires  further 
investigation  before  one  can  accept  it  as  an  omen  for  the  future. 

Infectious  diseases  and  immunisation  have  been  covered  jointly  with  the 
Helston  Borough,  as  I have  always  felt  that  one  cannot  exclude  it  from  the  epidemiology 
of  the  area  as  a whole,  centrally  placed  as  it  is,  and  being  the  chief  meeting  place 
of  people  from  a wide  hinterland.  Under  school  B.C.G.  vaccination  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  produce  separate  figures  as  the  vast  majority  of  the  children  attended 
Secondary  Modern  or  County  School  in  Helston,  irrespective  of  their  domicile. 

The  figures  produced  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  Housing  Inspections 
show  a very  large  figure  for  insanitary  and  unfit  houses.  These,  of  course, 
are  the  houses  inspected  under  the  Minister's  instructions  for  Slum  Clearance. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  problem  is  a very  large  one  and  will  take  many  years  to 
overcome.  Apart  altogether  from  dilapidation  due  to  age,  many  houses  are  unfit 
from  lack  of  such  necessities  as  drainage  and  water  supply.  Due  to  the  initial 
rents,  it  is  in  most  cases  not  easy  for  the  owner  to  provide  these  essential  services 
and  hope  to  recover  their  cost  from  an  increase  in  rent,  which  will  automatically 
be  restricted  to  a very  small  amount  by  the  low  rateable  value  of the  property. 

The  re-rating  may  in  some  cases  help  this,  but  the  answer,  so  far  as  there  is  one 
as  an  alternative  to  demolition,  is  in  the  application  of  the  system  of  grants  for 
improvement.  Many  owners  are  not  aware  of  the  power  of  the  Council  to  make  these 
grants  and  in  many  cases  the  only  way  to  bring  this  matter  properly  to  their 
attention  is  to  start  proceedings  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act  with  the 
actual  intention  of  bringing  about,  not  demolition,  but  improvement.  This 
principle  is  now  being  applied  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  we  can  hope  next 
year  to  be  able  to  report  that  some  houses  have  been  made  fit  under  this  section. 

Nevertheless,  some  houses  offer  no  hope  of  reconstruction  so  as  to  provide 
decent  living  accommodation  and  over  the  next  few  years  it  will  be  necessary  to 
require  their  demolition  or  conversion  to  other  uses.  Lack  of  efficient  drainage 
may  become  a real  problem  with  the  increase  in  the  supply  of  wate  r to  many  parts 
of  the  area  as  a result  of  the  new  water  schemes  which  have  now  come  into  being, 
and  it  may  be  that  the  provision  of  drainage  schemes  will  take  up  an  increasing 
proportion  of  the  Council's  annual  expenditure.  Nevertheless,  this  expenditure 
will  have  to  be  me  t inspite  of  the  increasing  difficulty  being  put  in  the  way  of 
Local  Authorities  wishing  to  raise  loans. 

I am  glad  to  report  that,  at  last,  we  have  a Public  Convenience  at  Prah 
Sands,  and  not,  as  we  have  had  for  so  long,  a public  nuisance. 

The  fine  weather  of  the  summer  of  1955  has  lead  to  an  enormous  crop  of 
complaints  about  the  inadequacy  of  such  facilities  throughout  Cornwall,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  many  more  conveniences  will  have  to  be  provided  solely  for  visitors, 
as,  after  all,  they  provide  the  means  of  livelihood  of  a large  number  of  ratepayers 
who  will  not  benefit,  from  a discontented  clientele. 

I will  now  proceed  to  make  my  report.

I doubt  if  there  is  any  significant  conclusion  to  be  drawn  from  those 
figures,  in  fact,  I regard  them  as  more  as  an  oddity  than  anything  olso. 

Stillbirths 

Tho  total  stillbirths  in  1954  was  the  highest  since  1949*  There  is  a 
general  slight  increase  in  stillbirths;  in  tho  country,  and  this  is  causing 
the  maternity  services  some  perturbation.  The  actual  figures  arc  too  small 
to  allow  any  conclusions,  however,  to  bo  drawn  from  thorn. 
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Noo -Natal  Mortal ity 


Thrco  babies  died  under  4 ^ooks  old,  which  is  a low  figure  and  is  possibly 
affoctod  by  the  larger  number  of  still -births i i.o.  if  some  of  the  stillborn 
babies  had  boon  born  alivo,  they  might  well  have  died  soon  after  birth  and 
thus  been  classed  as  noo-natal  deaths. 

Infar b Mortality 

In  addition  to  tho  3 nco -natal  deaths  there  were  an  addional  3 deaths  of 
children  under  1 year,  making  a total  infant  mortality  of  8 and  a rate  of 
21.74  deaths  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  roughly  parallel  with  the  rate, 
but  ago  in,  with  small  figures  comparison  cannot  fairly  be  drawn. 

Deaths  and  the  Death  Rato 

As  I stated  last  year,  tho  figures  for  1954  include  deaths  of  residents 
cf  Kerr :.or  •"hr  have  died  in  lor.g-stay  hospitals  outside  tho  area. 

In  spite  x this  the  total  number  of  deaths  is  one  of  tho  lowest  yet 
recorded  and  the  death  rate  of  10.1  is  well  below  the  ingland  and  Walos  rate 
of  11.3 

Consideration  of  the  specific  death  rates  for  the  diseases  of  tho  older 
ago  groups,  that  is.  heart  disease,  cancor  and  lung  dideaso  shows  no  increase 
in  tho  former  two  rates,  and  only  a slight  ono  in  tho  la a or.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

This  section  covers  both  Kerris r Rural  District  and  Helston  Borough,  as  all 
services  are  shared  alike  between  them,  and  certain  services,  such  as  Home  Help 
and  St.  John  Ambulance  are  specifically  provided  for  both  areas  without  distinction. 

Hospital  Services 

Patients  may  bo  treated  at  Redruth  Miners’  and  General  Hospital,  The  Royal 
Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  The  Falmouth  and  District  Hospital,  the  West  Cornwall 
Hospital,  Penzance,  or  Helston  Cottage  Hospital,  depending  on  the  needs  and 
residence  of  the  patient. 

Tuberculosis  inpatient  treatment  is  centred  at  Tchidy  Hospital,  Camborne,  and 
out-patient  and  contact  clinics  are  held  at  Camborne,  Falmouth  and  Penzance. 

The  Geriatric  Unit  is  centred  at  Barncooso  Hospital,  Redruth,  with  annexes 
at  Monoage  House,  Helston  and  Bade  ok  Hou.30,  Falmouth.

4.  Ambulance  Service 

The  day  cover  for  tho  district  is  provided  primarily  by  the  County  Ambulance 
Service  from  the  Redruth  Depot,  which  operated  4 radio-controlled  ambulances  and 
4 v.tilocons  without  radio.  One  additional  utilocon  is  stationed  at  Gunwalloe  and 
this  is  under  wireless  control  from  Redruth.  Tho  extreme  eastern  part  cf  Kerrior, 
from  Ponsanooth  to  Budock  is  under  the  care  of  tho  County  Ambulances  based  cn 
Falmouth. 


By  night,  and  at  weekends,  cover  is  provided  by  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 
Tho  Holston  Ambulance  is  on  call  for  bulk  of  the  area,  but  it  is  ro-inforcod  as 
required  by  ambulances  at  Penzance,  St.  Ives,  Haylo,  Camborne,  Illogan,  Redruth 
and  FaL mouth.  , 
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The  following  table  is  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Ralston 
St.  John  Ambulance  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  other  removals  carried  out 
by  the  County  Ambulance  Service.  Comparison  is  made  with  the  previous  two

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Comment 


In  general,  the  year  was  free  from  all  infectious  diseases  except  whooping 
cough.  Most  noticeable  of  all  was  the  virtual  absence  of  measles,  a fact  which 
makes  it  quite  certain  that  1955  '“'ill  produce  a large-scale  measles  epidemic. 

I have  included  a special  survey  of  tho  spread  of  the  whooping  cough  epidemic 
which  may  bo  of  some  interest.

Tho  area  was  fortunately  free  from  any  case  of  either  of  those  diseases 
during  tho  yoar,  but  how  long  wo  can  count  on  immunity  from  paratyphoid  is 
doubtful,  as  it  is  known  that  a considorablo  amount  of  recently  imported  dried 
egg  and  ogg  albumen  has  been  found  to  bo  fairly  heavily  contaminated  with 
paratyphoid  organisms,  which  have  already  been  known  to  have  caused  outbreaks 
of  paratyphoid  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 


Scarlot  Fever 


A marked  drop  in  notifications  was  observed  in  1954  after  a steady  rise 
over  tho  past  four  years.  Mo  cases  wero  found  to  bo  -connected  with  tho  supply 
of  milk, which  is  known  to  bo  an  occasional  mode  of  spread  of  tho  disease. 

Diphtheria 

Tho  area  remained  completely  froc  of  diphtheria  onco  again,  thus  having  rom 
remained  froo  for  tho  last  8 years.  This  proves,  I think,  the  valuo  of 
immunization  of  infants  against  tho  disease.  Unfortunately , of  course,  a disease 
which  is  cut  of  sight  tends  to  bo  out  of  mind,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  persuado 
parents  to  allow  immunization  of  thoir  children  against  tho  disease  which  is 
now  so  little  in  existence. 

Fortunately,  during  the  yoar  it  became  possible  to  offer  immunize. t ion 
against  diphtheria  combined  in  the  samo  injection  with  protection  against 
whooping  cough,  which  is  a far  nor©  present  dangor  in  tho  minds  of  parents  of 
young  children.  V/o  havo  thus  boon  able  to  use  the  foar  of  whooping  cough  as 
a lover  to  bring  about  tho  acceptance  of  diphtheria  immunization.

The  disproportion  between  tho  two  aroas  hero  is  ovon  greater  than  in  the 
figures  for  diphtheria  immunization.  It  is  very  much  weighted  by  the  fact  that 
many  of  tho  vaccinations  aro  on  tho  children  of  Naval  personnel  who  find  it 
necessary  to  havo  their  children  vaccinated  for  travel  purposes. 

Whopping  Gough 

There  was  a fairly  widespread  outbreak  of  whooping  cough  during  1954  both 
in  tho  Rural  District  and  tho  Borough  which  is  further  reported  below. 

During  tho  year  the  combined  diphthcria/whooping  cough  vaccine  was  introduced, 
and  the  following  number  of  children  were  immunized  against  whooping  cough  either 
separately  or  combined  with  diphtheria  immunization.

Tho  table  shows  that  tho  outbreak  began  in  February  in  tho  Mawgan  area, 
whoro  8 eases  cccurrod.  By  March  tho  focus  had  slipped  to  tho  Mullion  area, 
and,  significantly,  one  case  in  Holston  was  reported. 

In  April  Holston  and  Portlovcn  wore  tho  centres  of  infection,  with  new 
cases  also  in  tho  Helford  - Manaccan  aroa.  By  May  tho  infection  was  widespread, 
to  tho  Mawgan  aroa  again,  to  Trowcnnack,  Broago  and  Vi/endron:  all  of  which,  it 
will  be  noticed,  aro  in  a ring  round  Holston.

Spread  of  Whooping  Cough  in  193A  (continued ) 

By  June  the  Hoi ston-Porthl even  outbreak  had  ended,  but  in  addition  to 
cases  from  Helford  - liana coan,  Mawgan,  and  Trewonnack , cases  wore  reported  from 
Lower  town,  Prazo,  Gwoek  and  Longdowns. 

By  July  all  those  outbreaks  had  ended,  except  that  in  the  H el fo rd-Mo.naccan 
area  and  a now  focus  in  St.  Kevorno.  This  St.  ICovorne  outbreak  continued 
through  July,  August  and  September,  when  it  ceased. 

Immediately  or  1,. event  to  this,  however,  the  outbreak  appeared  in  the  Lizard 
and  Cadgwith  area,  where  it  continued  throughout  November,  December  195^,  and 
January,  1955* 

During  December  and  January  a fresh  outbreak  occurred  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  district  from  Broagc  to  Longdowns  through  Prazo. 

The  pattern, then,  was  of  two  epidemics,  one  early  in  the  year,  chiefly  in 
March,  April,  and  May,  and  the  second  in  December  and  January.  The  earlier  one 
continued  in  and  around  Hclston,  and  then  worked  its  way  round  the  Meneage 
peninsular  via  St.  Martin,  Helford,  Manaccan,  St.  Kevorno  and  Cadgwith  to  the 
Lizard.  The  later  one  occurred  chiefly  in  Breage,  Carleen,  Nanccgollen  and  Praze 
with  a few  cases  in  Cast  Kerrier. 


It  is  curious  that  there  should  have  been  no  direct  spread  from  Hclston  to 
The  Lizard  but  that  the  infection  should  have  circled  the  whole  peninsular  before 
reaching  The  Lizard.

The  figures  above  show  one  very  significant  difference  between  ICcrrior  and 
Hclston;  that  is,  in  the  results  of  the  skin  tests.  In  the  rural  district,  of 
48  household  contacts  tested  only  3 (6^,-J  had  become  immuno  by  previous  conta.ct 
with  tho  disease,  whereas  in  tho  Borough,  of  27  contacts  17  ( 59*5  ) were  immune. 
This  difference  is  probably  due  to  the  much  greater  intermingling  of  infected 
with  uninfected  people  in  town  life  than  in  the  country. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 

It  has  long  been  realized  that  almost  all  people  who  do  not  contract  actual 
tuberculosis  during  their  lifetime  become  immune  to  the  disease  by  virtue  of 
having  had  a slight  infection  of  tubercle  bacilli  which  thoy  have  ovorcomc 
successfully.  Once  this  process  has  been  completed  thoy  are  immuno  to  further 
attacks  of  the  disease  in  somewhat  the  samo  way  as  second  attacks  of  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  are  unknown.  A good  indication  of  having  successfully 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren  (continued) 


attained  this  stato  of  immunity  is  shown  by  the  reaction  shown  by  tho  skin  to 

tho  injection  into  it  of  a minute  amount  of  a certain  substance.  This  is  known  as  J 

the  Mantoux  Test. 

Prolonged  experience  in  Europe  from  1900  onwards  by  a number  of  scientists 
has  finally  provided  a vaccine  which  can  be  injected  into  the  skin  and.  can  give 
rise  to  immunity  to  tuberculosis  without  causing  illness  to  tho  person  so 
vaccinated,  in  tho  same  way  that  smallpox  vaccination  will  protect  a person 
against  smallpox  -without  causing  moro  than  a slight  discomfort. 

It  is  felt  that  tho  group  most  likely  to  suffer  severely  from  tuberculosis 
woul d bo  tho  young  adult  or  adolescent,  who , after  leaving  tho  relatively 
sheltered  lifo  of  childhood  and  school,  are  suddenly  brought  face  to  faco  with 
a far  wider  range  of  people,  many  of  whom  may  bo  actively  tuberculous. 

It  has  boon  decided,  therefore,  to  offer  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  all  children 
of  13  - 14  who  aro  by  skin  test  shown  not  to  be  immune  to  tuberculosis. 

This  system  -was  introduced  into  Cornwall  in  1954,  and  tho  results  for  the 
Hclston  and  Kcrricr  areas  for  tho  yoar  are  as  follows : -

Out  of  the  213  children  skin  tostod,  only  57 , or  26.7^  had  rcachod  a stage 
whore  immunity  could  be  assumed,  and  73*3$  (156)  were  still  susceptible.  154  wore 
then  vaccinated  leaving  2 to  be  vaccinated  later. 

Future  Plan. 

Each  year  this  age  group  will  bo  vaccinated  and  by  this  moans  it  is  hoped  to 
prevent  infection  arising  in  young  adults  at  tho  important  stage  of  their  livos 
when  entering  on  marriage  or  a career. 

It  is  also  hoped  that  by  preventing  tho  disease  from  renewing  itself  every 
year  in  tho  younger  generations,  it  can  bo  confined  to  tho  older  groups  who  havo 
contracted  it  years  ago,  and  so,  gradually,  that  the  disease  will  dio  out.

Parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Breage,  Mawgan,  S t*Ke verne  and 
Wen dr on  have  piped  supplies  of  water,  and  during  the  year  under 
review  a supply  of  water  has  been  made  available  to  the  Boskenwyn 
and  Manhay  areas  of  the  Parish  of  Wendron, 

It  is  anticipated  that  work  will  soon  commence  on  the 
S tithians  (1st  phase)  supply  scheme,  as  the  preliminary  negotiations 
are  almost  completed. 

The  S tithians  Impounding  Scheme  is  receiving  the  active 
consideration  of  the  Council,  In  addition  to  this  supply  being  the 
proposed  major  source  of  water  for  this  District  it  will  also  serve 
parts  of  the  Camborne-Redru th  Urban  District  and  the  Truro  Rural 
District. 

The  scheme  submitted  to  the  Ministry  by  the  Hels ton  and 
Porthleven  Water  Company  for  supplying  parts  of  the  parishes  of 
Breage  and  G-ermoe  has  not  reached  the  stage  when  tenders  can  be 
invited,  but  considerable  advance  has  been  made  in  respect  of 
nego  tiations* 

The  Manaccan  scheme  to  provide  water  to  the  major  parts 
of  a further  seven  parishes  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

All  piped  water  supplies  have  been  regularly  sampled 
during  the  year  with  the  results  as  appended  in  the  table  below

The  above  figures  include  83  samples  taken  from  various 
points  of  the  Lizard  water  Scheme, 

The  campaign  to  improve  the  conditions  of  the  public  wells 
continued  throughout  the  year,  but  if  the  results  of  the  analysis  of 
water  from  the  wells  can  be  t alien  as  a true  reflection  of  the 
position  then  one  must  assume  that  a considerable  amount  of  time, 
money  and  effort  has  been  wasted.  Periodic  sampling  of  well  water 
throughout  the  District  has  been  carried  out  and,  as  in  the  past, 
the  results  are  often  very  poor.  Where  a poor  result  is  obtained 
a check  sample  is  taken  and  on  the  result  of  this  notices  are 
posted  advising  users  of  the  water  to  boil  same  before  use.  The 
provision  of  piped  water  proceeds  steadily  and  this  will,  no  doubt, 
permit  the  closing  of  public  wells  in  the  areas  to  be  served.
